Some years ago Levi P. Morton, who was vice­ 
president of the United States under Benjamin 
Harrison, built a great palace like house on a tri­ 
angle cjf land bordered by Rhode Island avenue, 
M and Fifteenth streets. 
It is said that this resi­ 
dence still belongs to Mr. Morton. 
It has been the 
th*' scene of official social gatherings uninterrupt­ 
edly fur years, 
When Mr Morton retired from 
the vice presidency the residence was taken by 
Fount <’astint, the ambassador of the czar of Rus­ 
sia to the United States. 
The Russian and his 
niece, the Countess Cassini, were great < ntertain- 
ers, and in their residence met tin' high represen­ 
tatives of ail t he different departm ents of govern 
meat, the twin armed services, and the diplomats 
from all parts of the world. 


Tho Morton house, under the rule of tho Cassi­ 
nis, was the scene of social activity season after 
season, 
'risen the house pasted into the posse J* 
si* n of Elfhu Root, secretary of state in Theodore 
Roosevelt's cabinet. 
The secretary and his wife 
are to domesticity inclined. 
With the exception 
Of Hirsall affairs to which only close friends wore 
invited, the former home of the Cassinis saw little 
gaiety during the occupancy of the family of the 
former secretary of state, although there were

dence John Hays Hammond then took it up and 
there he lives today. 
Levi Z. Letter, now dead, a Chicago multi-mil­ 
lionaire. built one of the most imposing residences 
which the city of W ashington holds. 
It stands 
close to Dupont circle, a fashionable residence 
section, aud its front and side grounds are of 
greater extent than are usually found adjacent to 
a houso In the city where every Inch of land costs 
much money. 
The widow of Mr. Letter still occu­ 
pies the great pillared house w'hlch her husband 
built. 
Within a stone’s toss of the Letter resi­ 
dence Is the marble W ashington home of Mrs. 
R. M. Patterson, daughter of Joseph Medill, the 
great editor of the Chicago Tribune. 
The P atter­ 
son house was designed by Stanford White, who 
was killed by the degenerate H arry K. Thaw In 
New York city three or four years ago. 
The de­ 
sign tor the Patterson house was one of the last 
works of the great architect. 
Close to the m arble Patterson residence Is the 
home of William Boardman, his wife and daugh­ 
ters. 
The Boardraans are Cleveland people. They 
came here some years ago, as other rich people 
have done. to take up their residence and to lead 
the life of the capital. 
It Is, however, rather a 
different life which the Boardmans lead. 
Miss 
Mabel Boardman is the chief American spirit in 
the Red Cross movement. 
8he is devoted to this 
work, and gives to it the m ajor portion of her 
time. 
The Boardman house Is a scene of many 
gatherings of people, hut at least one-half of them 
have hum anitarianism for their object. 
The Boardman homo is one of the few In 
W ashington which President Taft visits in a pure­ 
ly informal way. 
He “drops in" at Bo&rdinan’s 
for afternoon tea or for an evening call just as 
ho would if he were not president of the United 
S t a t e s and therefore bound by strands of the 
tape of etiquette, 
The president is greatly inter­ 
ested in tho work of the Red Cross. 
He is the 
organization’s president, as Miss Boardman is one 
of its hardest workers and its guiding spirit. 
There is on*' home in Washington with which 
there is connected a curious story. 
It is the Mas­ 
sachusetts avenue residence of Mrs. R. II. Town­ 
send, who is known in Washington as Mrs. Scott* 
Townsend. 
She is tho niece of “Tom" Scott, the 
Pennsylvania multi-millionaire, who died several 
years ago, 
.Mrs. Town*end’s only daughter. Ma- 
thi]de, generally has been pronounced th*- most 
beautiful of the yovn ; women of the capital city. 
Rumor connected tho daughter “In m arriage en­ 
gagement possibilities” with half a dozen foreign­ 
ers, all of them well within the titled circle, and 
one or two of them of the blood royal. The daugh­ 
ter showed her good sense and her rare discrimi­ 
nation by m arrying an American. 
Now, as for the story about the Townsend house, 
certain “official society” affairs which, because of it should be said that it is of rather grewsome in­ 
kle office In the government, the secretary was in teresL 
Mr*. Townsend, wewie years ago looked at 


aion. 
The Octagon house is one of the historic 
homes of the District of Columbia. 
The chances 
arc that tho spirit of patriotism will see that the 
structure is preserved for all time. 
When the Brit­ 
ish entered W ashington Dolly Madison fled from 
the W hite House just before the Red Coats arrived 
to apply tho torch. 
Mrs. Madison went to the Oc­ 
tagon house, which was the residence of the Tay­ 
loe family. 
Suddenly she remembered that 
the 
Stuart portrait of George Washington had been left 
hanging on the wall of tho White House. 
She ran 
hack and cut the picture from its fram e and es­ 
caped with it just as the British soldiers crossed 
the threshold. 
On Sixteenth street hill in Washington is the 
house known to the populace as Henderson castle. 
It is the home of Mr. and Mrs. John Henderson, 
who have lived In Washington ever since Mr. Hen­ 
derson was, years ago, a Republican senator from 
the stale of Missouri. 
The Henderson house has 
every appearance of a castle. 
It Is of browm stone, 
turreted, and It stands on a commanding hill. 
The 
Henderson home Is the scene of constant hospital­ 
ity, and the diplomats representing foreign govern­ 
ments in the capital are frequently dinner guests 
of the “castle” host and hostess. 
I^arz Anderson, a relative of Nicholas Long- 
w'orth, lives on M assachusetts avenue in a huge 
house about which the “lecturer” on the hig sight­ 
seeing automobile calls out interesting information 
to the passengers eight or ten times a day, and the 
m egaphone tones of the information giver pene­ 
trate to every recess of the Anderson family m an­ 
sion. 
The automobile barker tells his bride and 
groom passengers and other sightseers that “This 
is the Larz Anderson house; it has 120 living rooms 
and 60 bathrooms; it is truly a regal residence.” 
Only the initiated know how much of a roman­ 
cer the lecturer Is. but In very truth the Anderson 
residence is as large as an ordinary hotel. 
Mr. 
Anderson is forever looking out for novelties, and 
he has Just obtained from the m anufacturers an au­ 
tomobile nearly as large as the sightseeing affair 
which goes crunching by his home every day with 
the leather-lunged lecturer howling aloft. 
Should Mr. Anderson or any of the members 
of his party become hungry on the long stretch of 
road between inns, all that would be necessary to 
do Is to push a crank an inch and give a little tug, 
and out will come a cook stove, a supply of fuel, 
kettles and pans and a dining-room table. The food 
is kept in a refrigerator in another part of the ma­ 
chine, and another little tug brings to view spring 
chickens, ham and eggs, bread and butter, coffee 
and the rest. 
As a m atter of fact. Larz Anderson’s automo­ 
bile is nothing more or less than a traveling hotel, 
and at that it Is a hotel which makes as fast time 
en the road as is made by any of the automobiles 
which are guiltless of tavern attachments. 
The residence of Gifford PInchot is a mansion. 
Of course everybody knows that it is Mr. PInchot 
who has made the great American fight to save the 
forests of the country, and it is he who has been 
one of the two chi 
figures in a controversy w*hich 
led to a congressional investigation, and which in 
its first stage lf d to tho separation of the govern­ 
m ent’s chief forester from 
Uncle Sam ’s servioi. 
The Pinohot rt sidsncv has large rooms, magnifi­ 
cent staircases, a dining room which Is almost a 
banquet hall, and a library which for size and for 
books would suit the service of a city. 
This home 
was not built by the forester; It is the property of 
his mother with whom he lives, for he is a bache­ 
lor. 
Mr. Pinchot makes the trees his closest com-, 
panions, and apparently he loves them above all 
other society, although there is a large social ele­ 
ment in his life. 
The former chief forester of the 
governm ent gives dinner parties regularly at his 
residence and fine affairs they are, but it is known 
that he prefers the campfire banquet—whether it 
he served in the Dismal swamp of Virginia or in 
th* mountains of Montana.

The proposed law

over to rubber stam p s and the persons 
manipulating them. 
The proposed pure

law 
will 
provide th a t when a fa rm e r gathers 
his cag* he shall 
sta m p 
each 
one, 
using indelible ink th at 
the 
letters 
and figures thereon 
shall 
show 
the 
date on which the egg was laid.

er on each egg purchased shall stam p
